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A Vexed Question. 

Will next Wednesday be the beginning 
of anew decade? 

Popular usage has settled it that way, but 
mathematicians say each decade begins with 
the year one, and that we must count from 
1891 and not from -1S90. 

This question has been agitated for hun- 
dreds of years. At the opening of this 
century Napoleon asked Lalande to settle 
the matter, and the famous astronomer took 
the position thatthe century and its first 
decade began with the year 1801. = Still, 
some of the greatest minds have differed, 
and continue to differ in regard to this 
point. A thoughtful writer in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Gazette says: 

he practice of dating events from the birth of 
Christ is said to have been first employed by 
Dionysus Exiguns (the Little), a Roman monk, 
who flourished about 627. It has been established 
by later and inore accurate calculators that Diony- 
sius placed his initial date four or five years too 
late. Weare really living, therefore, in 1893 or 
1804. Moreover, the month of the advent is a mat- 
ter of grave uncertainty. Christmas was not seét- 
tled upon untilthe fourth century, and was then 
adopted, in part atleast, that Mithraic and other 
heathen anniversaries might be Christianized and 
become ortnodox, instead of heathenish influences. 
We believe that the majority of scholars incline to 
fix the Savior’s birth in April. We begin our years 
with January 1; which corresponds neither with 
December 25 nor with March 25, a period which 
formeriy competed with the January date. 

These facts do not directly bear on the question 
@hetber the name iS5”, a cardinal nuinber in 
speech, isan ordinal number in reality, but they do 
show a confusion and an absenceof predetermined 
usage, which weakens the positiveness of the asser- 
tion that the date of Chrisi's birth was the year one, 
and that cousequently the second century began 
with one hundred and one. The claims of the 
conflicting views must be settled by fixed and uni- 
versal usage. ‘There igs no real sacrifice of mathe-~- 
matizal truth in making the Christian era a zero 
point insiead ofthe opening of an ordinal unit, 
and by so doing the centuries would change with 
their figures. It certainly requires some thought 
and a littic effort to make 1900 an equivalent of the 
eighteens which precede, rather than of the nine- 
teens which foliowit. Wehave great respect for 
Lalande’s judgment, but certainly enough can be 
adduced.on the other side to justify a re-examina- 
tion of the en'ire question. 

Eighties will probably give place to nineties 
without much comment, but as sure as fate, the 
dawn of 1900 will fillthe papers with repetitions of 
arguments urged withsuch energy and heat in 1800 


and 1850 by the great-grandfathers, grandfathers 


and fathers of the coming combatants. Here, as in 
many other departments, an ounce of prevention 
may be found woriha pound of cure. The more 
obvious features of the case do not settle It, and, as 
we have shown, there isstill abundant room for 
the investigation of chronological experts. 

Leaving the main features of the contro- 
versy out of sight, itis somewhat provok- 
ing to be forced tothe conclusion that we 
are four or five years behind the times, and 
should even now be dating our letters 1803 
oris04. be that as it may, next Wednes- 
day will see usrushing into the ’Nineties 
with all the hurry and worry so character-— 
istic of our feverish and rapid American 
life. 

ORE A 
A Green Christmas, 

It is a common saying that “a green 
Christmas makes a fat graveyard.’’ 

In old times there was a good deal of 
truth in this declaration, and especially in 
England where the climatic and sanitary 
conditions were peculiarly unfavorable dur- 
ing such unseasonable weather. We have 
brought the English dread of a green Christ- 
mas with us to this country, but past expe- 
rience should convince us that a warm spell 
of weatherat the close of the year does not 
necessarily mean a largely increased death- 
rate. 

But it cannot be denied that a warm win- 
ter makes extra work for the sanitary 
authorities, and causes prudent persons to 
be more than usually cautious about expos- 
ing themselves, and running into excesses. 
Such weather as this, a century or so AgO, 
would have made some sort of an epidemica 
positive certainty. If we entirely escape one 


_ now, or suffer only a light visitation, our 


good fortune must ina very large measure 
be attributed to the progress of sanitary 
science. 

Here in the south there is danger that the 
winter will fail to kill the germs of disease 
left over from last summer. This danger, 
however, may be reduced to a minimum by 
taking the proper steps to have everything 
in order before the coming of spring. Our 
sanitary work should not be delayed if we 
would escape epidemics of smallpox and 
fever, And even with the best of precau- 
tions it is to be feared that the health of the 
country at large during this phenomenal 
weather willnot make avery encouraging 
exhibit when wecome to sum up the results. 

abinmsinsen 
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Is It the Gulf Stream ? 

The remarkable weather the country has 
experienced during the past month has 
attracted the attention of the learned and 
the unlearned. The ignorant have just as 
many theories and explanations as the scien- 
tists, and these theories are entitled to just 
as much confidence as those that are held 
in the weather bureau, where all sorts of 
delicate instruments are depended on to 
furnish data for forecasts. 

These instruments, delicate as they are, 
donot explain how it is that peach and 
plum trees are in bloom in the latitude of 
Atlanta during the last days: of December, 
nor why the violets, the hyacinths and the 
buttercups have taken the place of the 
ehrysanthemum. 

In accounting for these things the learned 
have no advantage of the unlearned, for all 
are alike ignorant of the mighty forces that 
have changed winter into spring. 

An old sailor, who has been keeping his 
eyes open on all his voyages, informs the 
Washington Post that the secret of the 
changes of which we seem to be reaping the 
benefit just now, is the result of a chauge 
in the gulf stream, that remarkable ocean 
river that has been regarded with supersti- 
tious awe by mariners, and with eager inter- 
est by scientists; 

The old satlor who has been giving his 


_ Wiewa to the Post, says that the gulf stream 
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is nowrunning one hundred miles nearer 
the eastern shore of the continent than it 
was one yearago. Whether this change is 
due to some ocean upheaval—sonie convul- 
sion following or accompanying the tremb- 
ling of theaearth at Charleston it is difficult 
tosay, butthe old sailor says that the 
nearer approach of the gulf stream to the 
Atlantic shore is a fact well-known to 
observant mariners. 

This will be good news to coal-dealers, if 
true, for it will prevent such compHieations 
of purchase and transportation ag. those 
which were advertised in Tur CoNnsTiru 
TION last fall. Lf the gulf stream isso near, 
there is no reasun why the coal merchants 
shouldn’t join the general public in warm- 
ing themselves in its genial Influence. 

We welcome the gulf stream to our shores. 
It is a healthier inspiration than the base 
burning stove. 


Not So Bad. 

The Christmas lawlessness in the south 
is to be deplored, but it might have been 
much worse without beating the record of 
some years. 

As might have been expected, whisky 
was responsible for it all. Naturally, 
whenariot occurs in a community com- 
posed of two races the whites will be found 
on one side and the blacks on the other. 
Still, such collisions are possible without 
& purpose, and withoutadesign. Wherever 
there is a crowd of idle people, and liquor 
is turned loose there is danger of trouble. 
During the past twenty years we have had 
bloodier conflicts than those reported dur- 
ing the present week. 

It is not straining a point to say that the 
outlook is bright. Barring afew sporadic 
outbreaks the situation is peaceful. 


Stat enahto Needed. 

The Chicago Tribune is amazed because 
the southern people and newspapers will 
not readily accept and swallow every remedy 
that is proposed for the race problem at the 
south, and Editor Medill, discussing the 
matter ina not unfriendly way, gets him- 
self into quite a stew. 

Asinthe matter of alfalfa, Editor Me- 
dill doesn’t believe in half-way measures in 
providing a remedy for the race problem. 
Ife is a philanthropist who wants to engraft 
his benefactions on the public at the point 
of the bayonet. <A few years ago he was in 
favor of employing the army to compel the 
farmers of the south to plant alfalfa, and 
now he wants the negroes picked up and 
carried off to Hayti. 

It is clear that he is thoroughly in earnest 
in supposing that he has discovered a remedy 
for the race problem, as he was in believing 
that lucerne, instead of Bernnuda grass, was 
to be the salvation of the southern farmers. 
Naturally, therefore, he is somewhat indig- 
nant because the south doesn’t jump at his 
Haytien proposition and swallow it whole. 

Cditor Medill isa very wise and a very 
successful editor. He is a man of experi- 
ence, and his intentions are good, though 
they would be better if he could look a little 
beyond the lines of partisanship and give 
the southern people the credit of their mo- 
tives and desires. But, old as he is, he 
ought to bearin mind tha fact that the 
solution of the negro problem is a much 
more important matter to the south than it 
can ever be to & northern man who is capa- 
ble of viewing mattersonly through the 
spectacles of a party. 

To make aparty question of the race 
problem is to give the whole matter over to 
confusion, irritation, wrangling and strife. 
It is a problem that isimportant enough to 
both races to attract the attention of that 
larger statesmanship that knows no _ sec- 
tional lines and no sectional prejudice.

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SHE SAW A BULL FIGHT. 


A Baltimore Girl Tells How the Spectacle 
Impressed Her. 


A Baltimore girl, who faints at the sight of 
a yg epee turns green at the flow of blood, 
and is in every way of a most gentle and kindly 
nature, thus writes home about her visit to a 
bull fight—the occasion being the farewell 
to Paris of the prince of matadors, Louis Maz- 
zantini: 

‘At lastI have seen my first bull fight, and 
I trust my last. You could not have borne it 
five minutes, and I scarcely know how I did. 

Imagine an immense arena, with 22,000 
people packed in circles, while above inno- 
cent little white clouds floated over an in 
tensely blue sky. At times the __tender- 
hearted clouds’shut the sky entirely off from 
all view of what was going on beneath in the 
arena, while frequent short April—like show- 
ers of tears (?) fell from them, and it is to be 
hoped soothed the wounds of the six enraged 
bulls that succeeded each otherto death. The 
occasion was Mazzantini’s farewell to his 
Parisian public,which has made such a hero of 
him. Not only had fatted calves been killéd in 
his honor in appreciation of the fatted bulls 
which Mazzantini had killed with such glory, 
but hatsand handkerchiefs waved, presents 
of silver, of gold, and jewels were thrown to 
him after his little speech of farewell, and 
flowers, in forms of wreaths, bouquets, and 
hearts, soon covered the gore-stained ground. 
Ofallthese gifts the only one this Spanish 
grandee noticed at all was a simple bunch of 
violets. This he stooped to pick up, and kissed 
in the direction of the fair dame who had 
thrown it. His two valets raised the more 
valuable gifts from the dust, while Mazzan- 
tini himself never deigued to even glance at 
the rich jewels scattered at his feet. 

“It wasa wonderful sight, exciting past be- 
lief. Iam glad to have seen it, for I learned 
something, but the one lesson completes the 
course. I’l! see no more bull fights. The or- 
chestra played the musicof ‘Carmen’ as we 
came out, and I stopped to study the faces of 
the audience that but a few minutes before 
were in such extremes of excitement, shouting 
and hissing when the poor bull, terrified and 
smarting, tried to save himself instead of 
showing the proper amount of fight, and re~ 
membered that I, too, at the moment had ris 
en to my feet and rejoiced when a well-planted 
lance, which I thought was costing the picador 
his life, as he stood directly in front of the 
bull’s horns, pierced the bull’s shoulders just 
as he lowered his head to strike. Then the 
marvellous Mazzantini leaped overthe head 
and stood quietly waiting until the now mad- 
dened creature turned on him with suflicient 
ferocity to satisfy the most exacting hisser. 

‘‘Nothing can express to you the intense ars 
tistic aspect of the performance. One has to 
see it to understand the science of these su- 
perb men. They walk with the dignity that 
princes are supposed to have in and out of the 
jaws of death—a leap not any higher or less 
calm than just enough to keep them this side 
of eternity. The little scarlet cloak, their 
only defensive weapon, and with this alone, 
they lead theinfuriated animal to the exact 
spot where they wish to kill him, and then 
kill him, not at any haphazard moment, 
but only at the signal given by the 
president. In Paris they d@ not kill the 
bull in the arena, but when the signal to kill 
is given, the matador’s personal danger is all 
the greater for not killing, as he must touch 
the bull in the vital spot above the head be- 
tween the shoulders, just as the bul] lowers his 
head to gore him, thus going through the 
form, after which the bullis taken out by 
oxen and killed out of sight. Each bull, 
which is of a very high breed, belongs to some 
well-know Spanish senor, and is worth a good 
many hundred dollars. But they say it can- 
not fight twice, as it must be put an end to; 
the honor of the family to whom it belongs is 
at stake by the way it fights. 

‘‘\ wonderful sight, and always shall it live 
in my memory how the artistic superceded 
the human side of it in my eyes® I had to 
grasp the smelling salts in one hand, for you 
know how I turn sick at the sight of blood, 
and to see those poor biindfolded horses 
raised onthe horns of the maddened bulls 
made me turn faint for the moment, while the 
next I was fascinated by a wonderful science 
plaything... The. cas- 
tumes and all the mise en scene are the mest 
picturesque things. imaginable. In fact, ev- 
erything is done to makeit endurable, Iierce 
feclings that I never imagined I had rose up 
and took possession of me, and I could 
scarcely realize my own lack of heart. For 
onee and the last time I have seen tiis relic of 
& past barbarism, and Iam glad to have had 
the experience.’’

RAMIE IN THE SOUTH. 


ANINVENTION THAT MAY DO MUCH 
TO ENCUURAGE ITS CULTURGE, 


The Process of Mr. Walter T. Forbes for 
Dissolying the Burk From the Fibvre—A 
Quick and Economical Process. 


Atlanta is fast becomirg famous as the 
birthplace of wonderful inventions. 

In the last year or two a large number of 
Valuable labor and time-saving devices haye 
originated in the minds of Atlantians. 

One of the latest inventions or discoveries is 
that of Mr. Walter G. Forbes, for the cheap 
and rapid climination of ramie fibre from the 
ribbon of the plant. The processis entirely 
new and different from any heretofore in use, 
either in this or any other country. It is 
sitaply a process of dissolving the ribbon under 
pressure by the use of chemicals. 

Mr. Forbes has fully tested this method and 
the specimens of ramie fibre produced have 
been examined by experts and pronounced 
of a high quality. In the dissolving of the 
bark from the fibre, by means of what Mr. 
Forbes calls his digestor, the fibre is not only 
freed entirely of all gummy and resinous sub- 
stances, but the time required for the process 
is SO comparatively short as to be in the nature 
of a revolution. ; 

Under the influence of the liquid, the bark 
is dissolved in about three hours, leaving the 
fibre in its natural length and of a whiteness 
and softness exceeding the old and tedious 
hand process. 

Four thousand pounds can be treated ata 
single process by one machine. 

For all manuer of textile purposes the ramie 
fibre is one of the most valuable known. — It 
has been used for domestic purposes in India 
and othereastern countries where it grows in 
abundance for centuries, but on account of the 
slow and tedious process of stripping the bark 
from the fibre, its general use has been greatly 
hampered, Up to the present, its culture 
has been alinost unknown in this 
country, but within the past year its value and 
adwptability have attracted the attention of 
manufacturers and agriculturists generally, 
and the agricultural department at Washing- 
ton has taken hold of and is actively investi- 
gating the propagation of the plant. 

Mr. Forbes has received letters relative to 
his process from parties in both Europe and 
this country, including one from the agricul- 
tural department, and the American Ramie 
company, of Philadelphia. The editorial in 
THE CoNsTITUTION a few days ago attracted 
wide-spread attention to the new process, and 
in response to it many inquiries have been 
made of Mr. Forbes for a further description of 
his process. 

Patents are now pending in this and foreign 
countries, and as soon as they are granted, 
active steps will be taken to put the process in 
actual operation. 

Of course it cannot be utilized in this coun- 
try until the farmers are made aware of the 
value and marketable qualities of the plant. 
When they are assured of the golden returns 
the plant will yield them, it will doubtless be 
culivated in quantities that, with a cheap and 
rapid process, will revolutionize thousands of 
varieties of cloths and _ textures. It 
is the purpose of Mr. Forbes’ and 
his associates in the control of the process to 
dispose of the foreign rights to an English con- 
cern, With which they are now in correspond- 
ence. ‘hey will form a company and as soon 
as 2 Sufliclent supply of the plant can be pro- 
vided oe in the home market erect a plant and 
proceed to the turning out of the fibre. 

In the Baltimore Manufacturers Record of a 
recent date, the history and culture of the 
ramie plant was fully discussed. Of its cul- 
ture itsays: ‘‘the cheif requsite for success- 

“fully raising ramie ina _ tropical: or semi- 
tropical «limate; beht, rich, permeable svtt, 
withont hard-pan or swampy sttb-soil and 
sufficient water supply for reguiar irregation.’’ 
After giving directions for the planting and 
care of the crop, it continues, ‘If ramie seeds 
are treated in this manner, in our southern 
states early in March, the young plants will 
inake their appearance towards the eighth or 
tenth day after sowing. 

‘In this country ramie will yield four crops 
of stalks of from six to seven feet in lenght, 
between the 2tth and 32d de- 
grees of latitude; three crops of 
the same dimensions between the 52d and 37th 
degrees, and two fair crops of from four to six 
fect between the 37th and 40th degrees, if frost 
does not kill the roots. Farther north the 
plantcannot withstand the severity of the 
weather. Ramie, being a perrennial which 
requires almost no care or work after the first 
year, can bo grown andits fibre prepared for 
50 per cent less than cotton, leaving to the 
farmer from one single acre more clear benefit 
than his whole cotton crop brings. 

Mr, lelix Fremery, of Yorktown, Texas, 
who prepared the article in the Record, from 
actual experience, figures out the average 
returns per acre for a year. of four crops, 
$600, and the expenses for raising and mar- 
keting the crop $200, leaving a profit of $400 
to the acre. 

By tho dissolving process of Mr. Forbes, the 
plant can be reduced to fiber at an esti- 
inaicd cost of a cent a pound, which is 
very much cheaper than it has ever yet 
been prepared. by the processes now in 
use in India and Europe the stalks are allowed 
tu lay in vats for from two to three weeks, 
until the bark has been rotted away. It is 
then washed and prepared with olive oil, the 
whole process being tedious and unsatisfac- 
tory as well as expensive. The new chemical 
process requires only three hours, and costs 
comparatively little. The value is at once 
seen, and the development of the process-will 
not only be of great benefit to the cousumer of 
all sorts of fabrics, but will open up a new field 
of agriculture in the south.

MR. WOODWARD’S CONDITION. 


The Ball Located in the Muscles of His 
Back. 


Mr. James F. Woodward, who was shot in 
such a mysterious manner aoout 9:30 o’clock, Thurs~ 
day evening on Marietta street, was resting well up 
to a late hour last night. 

Yesterday the surgeons made a careful examina- 
tlon of the wound and found that the ball,of about 
38-caliber, had passed through the lower 
halfof the right lung, and was lodged in the 
muscles of his back, on the right side, about the 
a rib. ' : 

ie was resting so nicely, with such little signs of 
undue reaction, that it was decided not to attempt 
the removal of the ball tor the present, at least. 

The physicians thought that the principal danger 
now isin the formation of an abcess in the neigh- 
borhood ofthe wound. But about eleven o'clock 
internal hemorage setin, and Drs Dan Howell, 
Stockston and R. W. Westmoreland had hard work 
os enough life in him togive him a chance to 
rally. 

Atoneo’clock there was a yo improvement, 
after injections of ether and other remedies had 
been applied. Although porfectly conscious, the 
action of the heart was very weak, and respiration 
was labored from the suffusion of blood in the lung. 
His condition was regarded so serious that Mr. 
Clark Howell and Captain E. P. Howell were te!e- 
plored. A numberof relatives of the family, in- 
cluding the aged mother and grief-stricken wife of 
the wounded man, reinained near his bedside aur- 
ing the day and night. 

Mr. Woodward was forty-one years old on Nos 
vember 26th, being the second of three brothers, 
Mr. Park Woodward bving the eldest and Mr. John 
Woodward the youngest of the trio. He wasborn 
in Bluffton, S. C., but his father removed to Georgia 
when he wasa boy, and during the war he served 
with the Marietta Cadets from the battle of Oconee 
to Savannab. He was in the same fight that 
caused Dr. Scott Todd the loss of an arm. 

Mr. Woodward has long teen a memberof the 
National union, in which he carried $5,000 in- 
surance; the Royal Arcanum, with $3,000, and the 
Mystic Circle with $5,000. 

His family consists of his wife, who was Miss Ida 
Erwin, sister to Mrs EK, P. Howell, and three 
daughters and a son. The eldest daughier is thirt.en 
or fourteen years of age. 

Mr. Woodward has led a quietand uneventful 
life of business for many years, and was the Jast 
man whom his friends would have supposed to be- 
come the target for an assassin’s pisiol. 

The identity of the murderous assailant is stila 
mystery, although the police have made a thor- 
ough search for him. Mr. Woodward bad been 
acked to go out andcollect some bills on Marietta 
street Thursday afternoon, andthat was where he 
had been when the shot was fired. 

He was returning home, and _ is 
to tell no more than when he was 
first wonnded, that As he pas-ecd 
a dark place near thejnnection of Magazine streets 
some inknown man accosted him and asked if he 
were Jim Woodward, 

When he replied in the affirmative, the man fired 
and disappeared. He recognized the voice and 
shape of the man, but could noi see his face.

LUCAS WINS THE RACE: 


THREE MEN HOLD OUT TO THE 
END, 


Lucas, Prater and Barker Contend for the 
First Place—A Big Crowd With Little 
Enthusiasm. 


The trial of strength, endurance and speed 
which commenced Christmas evening ended 
last night as the clock struck eleven. Out of 
the six men who started when Mr. Morris gave 
the word go, only three were on the track 
when time was called. 

Lucas, the unknown Philadelphian, proved 
too much for any of his opponents, and even 
Prater, the mountain wonder, is no longer the 
marvel that he was, as he has met one mightier 
than himself, and has been overcome.
